• The Revs won the regular-season series (2-1-0) for the first time in 2013 ... the 
Union won the regular-season series between the two clubs in each of its first three 
seasons: 2010, 2011 and 2012 

• Six of the 10 meetings between the teams have been decided by goals in the 70th 
minute or later

• Kelyn Rowe and Diego Fagundez are the current leading scorers against Philadel¬ 
phia with two goals and two assists each ... Rowe assisted on Saer Sene’s goal at 
PPL Park on July 29, 2012, and Fagundez’s goal on April 27, 2013 ...

TEAM NOTES 


SETTING THE TABLE FOR SATURDAY 

The Revs head to Philadelphia Saturday for the first of three regular-season meetings with 
the Union ... the two teams meet again in Philly on May 17 before wrapping up the season 
series at Gillette Stadium on June 28 ... the Revs won the season series for the first time in 
club history last year, posting a 2-1 -0 record in three matches ... after dropping the team’s first 
meeting - a 1-0 loss at PPL Park - the Revs have won the teams’ last two meetings (2-0 on 
April 27 and 5-1 on August 25, both at Gillette Stadium). 

REVS VISIT PPL PARK HAUNTED BY MCINERNEY LATELY 

The Revs enter Saturday’s game in Philadelphia looking for their first win at PPL Park ... since 
the park opened in 2010, the Revs have an 0-3-2 record at the Union’s home stadium ... the 
Revs played to a 1-1 draw in their first game at PPL Park on July 31,2010, followed by a 4-4 
shootout in the second visit on September 7, 2011 ... since the two draws, the Revs have 
dropped their last three matches in Philadelphia, all one-goal defeats in which the Union’s 
Jack Mclnerney scored the game-winning goal late:

KEEP THE TRAVEL BAGS HANDY 

Including Saturday’s game at Philadelphia, the Revs will play four of the first five games of the 
2014 season on the road ... the club opened the season in Houston last Saturday with a 4-0 
loss ... following the game in Philadelphia, the Revs open their home slate against Vancouver 
on March 22, before heading out on the road for back-to-back games at San Jose on March 
29 and at D.C. on April 5. 

YEARNING FOR HOME COOKING 

By the time the Revolution play their home opener at Gillette Stadium on March 22, the team 
will be ready to settle home for a spell... since reporting for preseason camp on Jan. 25, the 
Revolution will have spent 30 of the previous 44 nights on the road by the time they play in 
front of their own fans ... the team will also have traveled 9,326 miles in that span ... before 
the team returns for its second home game - April 12 vs. Houston - the team will have spent 
35 nights away from home and traveled 15,482 miles with trips to Sarasota/Bradenton, Fla., 
Tucson, Ariz., Houston, Philadelphia, San Jose, Calif., and Washington, D.C 

THREE NEW REVS MAKE DEBUTS 

The Revs saw three new faces make their club debuts against Houston on Saturday ... Teal 
Bunbury, Daigo Kobayashi and Patrick Mullins all cracked the starting XI against the Dynamo 
in the season opener.

First Revs rookie to start in 2014 


HISTORICAL NIGHT FOR HOMEGROWN TALENT 

Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell - the first two Homegrown players signed by the Revs - 
both started against Houston, marking the first time in club history that a Homegrown player 
started a season opener... Fagundez - now in his fourth season - finished the 2013 season 
with 13 goals and seven assists in 31 appearances (28 starts), while Caldwell made 29 ap¬ 
pearances (23 starts) and recorded two assists as a rookie last year. 

2014 KIT UNVEILED ...ALMOST 

Along with a new-look lineup on Saturday, the Revs unveiled their new 2014 uniform - almost 
... the club wore its new blue adidas jersey and blue-and-white striped socks but did not 
wear the new white shorts in Houston because of a conflict with Houston’s primary kit... the 
team officially launched the new 2014 kit on March 4, but has yet to be able to wear it... this 
weekend, the Revolution are scheduled to wear their white secondary kits. 

NEW SIGHT BETWEEN THE POSTS 

Bobby Shuttleworth earned the start in goal - his first season-opening start as a Rev - last 
Saturday in Houston ... Shuttleworth, who is entering his sixth season with the Revs, served 
as the primary backup to Matt Reis up until last season when Shuttleworth made 23 appear¬ 
ances after assuming the starting role for three-quarters of the season ... Reis had started 
eight of the previous nine season openers for the Revs (2005-2009, 2011-13).

Jose Goncalves - who was one of three field players to play every minute of every game last 
season - continued his ironman streak last Saturday in Houston ... Goncalves started and 
played all 90 minutes at center back in the team’s loss ... Goncalves has now played in 35 
MLS games - all starts - and has played every minute of every game in his MLS career. 


ALSTON RETURNS TO THE RIGHT 

Kevin Alston started at right back against Houston in the team's season opener last Saturday, 
marking his first start at right back since August 29, 2012 in a match against Chivas USA... 
Alston, who was sidelined for much of 2013 after he was diagnosed with chronic myelogenous 
leukemia (CML), made six starts last season, all at left back... his availability this week, how¬ 
ever, is in doubt as he left the match in the 20th minute with a hamstring strain. 

SENE BACK IN ACTION 

Despite a tough start to the 2014 season for the Revs, Saer Sene’s return to the field was 
certainly a bright spot last Saturday in Houston ... Sene - who missed the final two regular- 
season games and both playoff matches last year after suffering an ankle injury in Montreal on 
Oct. 12, 2013-came on as a second-half substitute at right wing in the 74th minute ... the left¬ 
footed winger has scored 16 goals and added eight assists in 50 career appearances despite 
seeing his 2012 and 2013 both seasons cut short by knee and ankle injuries, respectively. 

SHUTTLEWORTH UP FOR SAVE OF THE WEEK 

Bobby Shuttleworth made some incredible saves in Saturday’s season-opening loss to 
Houston and one of them was up for MLS Save of the Week ... in the save that was up for 
consideration, Shuttleworth made a diving stop on Houston’s Andrew Driver that saw the 
keeper fully extend to his right, reach across his body with his left hand and deflect the curling 
shot across the goal line. 

REVS WAIVE DELPICCOLO 

The Revs waived midfielder Paolo DelPiccolo on Monday ... DelPiccolo, 22, was selected by 
the Revolution in the Waiver Draft on Nov. 25, 2013, after he played half of a season with the 
Montreal Impact... originally drafted by Montreal in the second round of the 2013 MLS Super- 
Draft, DelPiccolo joined Germany’s Eintracht Frankfurt, before formally signing with Montreal in 
July ... he was a four-year player at Louisville before entering the MLS draft. 

TWO LOANED TO ROCHESTER 

The first of four players have been loaned to the Rochester Rhinos, the team’s USL PRO 
affiliate ... goalkeeper Luis Soffner and midfielder Alec Sundley joined the Rhinos earlier this 
week for training, and will be available for selection once the team begins its 2014 season on 
April 5 in Orlando ... a total of four players will be loaned to the Rhinos per the teams' affiliate 
agreement, and the Revs can re-call any of its players at any time.

WHAT IS THE SYSTEM? 

Many have called the system the Revs play a 4-5-1, but Jay Heaps likes to consider it more of 
a hybrid system ... on the attack, the team moves like a 4-3-3, where the outside wingers are 
more advanced and the central midfielders key the movement... however, when the team is 
defending, all of the midfielders are expected to carry significant defensive responsibility, lead¬ 
ing it to be more of a 4-1 -4-1 ... so the compromise name of the system has become a hybrid 
4-1-4-1/4-3-3 system. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Diego Fagundez, still a teenager, is now in his fourth year as a member of the Revs ... Fagun¬ 
dez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals (to tie for fifth in 
MLS) and added seven assists to lead the club in scoring ... the Leominster, Mass., native was 
also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run of play, and marked 
the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history - and he is the only teenager in 
MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season ... Fagundez now has 17 goals in his 


career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager, last set by Eddie Gaven (16 
goals).

Heaps on the goalkeeping situation: “I think both keepers have shown really well. It’s not one 
of these things where the day one starter gets named and the competition is over. This com¬ 
petition - and when I say it, it’s a very good competition - both guys root for each other and 
they know each other well. There’s a kind of support for each other. I think that it's one of those 
things that is going to go on all year. It’s not going to be the day one starter, and then whoever 
it is, he’s the starter for 34 games. I think there’s going to be a battle throughout the season. ” 

SHUTTLEWORTH THE STEADY 

Bobby Shuttleworth is coming off a career season in 2013 ... he made career-highs in ap¬ 
pearances (23), starts (22), minutes played (2,063) and saves (64)... after assuming the 
day-to-day starting role in mid-April, Shuttleworth went on to post some of MLS’ top goalkeep¬ 
ing numbers by midseason and garnered MLS All-Star consideration ... a tall keeper who com¬ 
municates well and organizes his defenders well, Shuttleworth is now in his sixth MLS season 
with 44 appearances, 42 starts and a career goals against average of 1.45. 

SECOND TIME AROUND 

Brad Knighton has re-joined the Revolution for his second go-round in New England ... the 
goalkeeper came to the Revs in December via trade with Vancouver Whitecaps FC on the 
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same day that club legend Matt Reis retired ... in exchange for Knighton, the Revs traded a 
conditional pick in the 2015 MLS SuperDraft to Vancouver... Knighton began his MLS career 
in New England and stayed with the Revs for three seasons (2007-2009), making six appear¬ 
ances and posting a 1-2-3 record ... following his initial stint with the Revs, Knighton spent the 
2010 season in Philadelphia (3-3-1,1.10 GAA) after the Union selected him in the Expansion 
Draft... Knighton played the last two seasons in Vancouver, making 21 appearances while 
posting a 9-6-5 record with five shutouts. 

TIERNEY’S LEFT FOOT TOPS ALL 

Chris Tierney, the Revs’ longest-tenured player, is one of MLS’ most dangerous - and accurate 
- free kick takers ... the left-footed Tierney topped Opta's list of most accurate free-kick takers 
since 2011, as published by MLSSoccer.com early in 2014 ... his average deviation off target 
of 7.81 degrees bettered second-place Jeff Larentowicz ... Houston’s Brad Davis - considered 
by many the top set-piece taker in the league - had a variance of 13.24 degrees off target. 

MULLINS MAKES QUICK IMPACT 

Rookie Patrick Mullins was one of college soccer's most dangerous scorers at Maryland, scor¬ 
ing 47 goals and adding 35 assists in 92 career matches ... a two-time MAC Hermann Trophy 
winner, Mullins has seemingly adjusted to MLS after working with the Revs' starting group 
for much of the team’s preseason trip to Tucson ... Mullins capped off the 16-day, four-match 
trip with a goal in the team’s 2-2 draw against Colorado on Saturday, March 1 ... Mullins, who 
mostly played as a striker at Maryland, earned the start at right wing at Houston in the team’s 
hybrid 4-1-4-1/4-3-3 system, allowing the left-footed player to cut inside on his preferred foot. 

BENGTSON SCORES AGAIN FOR HONDURAS 

Jerry Bengtson, CONCACAF’s leading scorer in qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup, was 
called up to represent Honduras during the country's March 5 friendly against Venezuela, 

where he scored a goal in the 2-1 win.Bengtson, who re-joined the Revolution in Houston 

on March 6, has 41 appearances for Honduras and has scored 19 international goals.

FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American flag as we know it - before there were the 
United States, and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a flag of a different design was flown proudly in 
the early colonies that now comprise New England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It's fbwn as an homage to the region's pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club's 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the 
flag of New England now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the 
region's revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the 
most meaningful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives 
in honor on the back of every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players' last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded 
that the club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to 
proudly represent the historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the 
supporters onto the field, each and every game.
